ous enemy would soon have Lima in his 
power.

THE COOPER TELEGRAPH BILL. 


The doctors of San Francisco are making 
a fight against the bill to break up the pre­ 
scription commission business. 
Some lead­ 
ing druggists of th a t city have taken a 
a’ery public-spirited stand on the question, 
and have thereby incurred the w rath of 
such physicians as are indispose! to aban­ 
don the old custom. 
It appears to us, 
however, th a t the subject is not one upon 
which the doctors who favor the retention 
of the commission plan can expect any 
sym pathy from the public or the Legislature. 
The commission system is, stripped of all 
disguises, a method of robbing patients, and 
it is nothing less. The doctor is paid by the 
druggist, not out of his own pocket, b at 
out of the patient’s pocket. 
The patient 
is made to contribute to the income of the 
doctor by a surreptitious method which 
has no justification. 
He is charged an ex­ 
tra price for medicines, for no other reason 
th an th at the doctor may thus get a sec­ 
ond fee out of him. 
It is not a fair prac­ 
tice. 
I t is iu fact an imposition upon the 
public, and it ought not to be perm itted if 
it can be prevented. 
The prices charged 
for drugs are high enough w ithout any 
such capricious increase, and the public 
ought to be given some relief in the 


premises. 


The Assembly yesterday passed a bill 
introduced by Mr. Cooper, declaring tele­ 
graph companies common carriers, and re­ 
ducing the current rates charged by them 
15 per cent. 
We have no hesitation in 
characterizing this as the very worst bill 
that has been adopted in either chamber 
during the present session. I t is a mali­ 
cious, w anton and imbecile assault upon 
the telegraph companies, conceived in the 
spirit of those brutal and blindly destructive 
crusadesagainst capital which have brought 
tliÍ3 State already to the blink of civil 
war and anarchy, and which threaten the 
ruin of commerce and industry. 
T hat at 
such a juncture as the present, with 
the disastrous consequences of these in­ 
famous 
attacks 
npon property staring 
them 
in 
the 
face, 
a California 
As­ 
sembly, under the control of 
the Re­ 
publican party, shonld deliberately pass so 
outrageous a law as this, is sufficiently 
disheartening and disgusting. 
The propo­ 
sition to make telegraph companies com­ 
mon carriers is a preposterous one, to be­ 
gin with. 
If they are made common car­ 
riers they are entitled to the rights of 
common carriers, and one of these rights 
is to charge according to the value of the 
goods carried. 
If a telegraphic dispatch is 
to be placed on the level of other goods 
earned by common carriers, then the dis­ 
patch which involves im portant business 
transactions ought to be charged for ac­ 
cording to the value of the intelligence. 
This monstrous bill, however, proposes that 
the telegraph companies shall be liable to 
the risk of common carriers, but th at they 
shall not have the compeusationsof thatclass. 
If a dispatch is cent ordering a broker 
to buy a thousand shares of Ophir at §5, 
and it miscarries, and Ophir goes up to 
§50, according to this bill the telegraph 
company can be sued for the full amount 
of the loss incurred. 
But the corpora­ 
tions are not perm itted to charge for the 
risks they take. 
On the contrary, their 
present rates are to bo cut down fifteen 
per cent. 
There is no pretense of justice 
or decency about the bill, in fact. 
I t is 
naked robbery and confiscation. 
I t is a 
deliberate endeavor to grind the telegraph 
companies under the iron heel of a com­ 
munistic despotism, and it is a reinforce­ 
ment of the abominable war upon property

They could pay it, either in propor­ 
tion to the amount of cubic yards each com­ 
pany intends to wash down, or ia proportion 
to inches of water each company is daily or 
monthly using.

Ia pursuance of a call a public meeting was 
held March 8th to consider Brown’s bill to 
promote drainage. 
The meeting was organ­ 
ized by electing \Y. H. ¡Smith Chairman, ;tud 
l’hil. 11. Dieschcr Secretary. A free, easy 
and dispas i n ate discussion was had over the 
merits and demerits of the bill. All present 
agreed that something must be immediately 
done; the destruction of the beat part of the 
Sacramento valley was imminent from the 
flowing of hydraulic mining debris; that 
there is au i-. re pres, i ble conflict between the 
hydraulic miners aud the farmers which must 
be adjusted soon; some went so far as to 
assert that they would rather have the 
Brown bill consummated into a law than 
none at’all; ail approved of some of its pro­ 
visions, but in the main they were all opposed 
to its passage in its present form. The argu­ 
ments seemed to drift to the conclusions : 
First—That it i» not expedient aud safe to 
couple the levee and drainage system with 
the debris nuisance. 
Second—That the problem of impounding 
the debris ¡11 the mountains must he first ac­ 
complished before any legislation is needed 
for Ótate drainage svstetiis. 
Third—That the levee and drainage sys­ 
tem m u,t be under State control and police 
regulations ; that the Stale Engineer must 
be the sole authority in the formation of the 
several districts, and deflge their boundaries ; 
that the tax qucrtion should not be submitted 
until 
it 
would 
require a higher 
than 
— per cent, to accomplish the levee and 
drainage of a district, and no tax should be 
laid upon personalpioperty for that purpose. 
Fourth—That the State Engineer Depart­ 
ment should be authorized to nif.ke accurate 
surveys of all the streams requiring artificial 
embankment, divide the State into proper 
districts, define their boundaries, and etti- 
n.ate the probable cost for levee and drain­ 
age purposes for each district, and rei*>rt to 
the Governor before the 15th day of Decem­ 
ber, 1880. 
Fifth—That from 
the information thus 
gained the next Legislature would be better 
enabled to pass satisfactory levee aud drain­ 
age laws for the State. 
After a full discussion, the following pre­ 
amble aud resolutions wore presented, and, 
upon motion, they’ were adopted as expressive 
of the sense of the meeting : 
W hbrkas, ¡Tho flow of hydraulic m ining debris 
has already and forever destroyed 100.000 acres of 
the best farming lands 011 the 1 car, Yuba and 
feath er riv ers; and whereas, this debris slide lias 
in its grasp for destruction a section of the State of 
uo less than from 1,000 to 2,000 square miles, sur­ 
rounding the State C apital; and whereas, we, the 
suffering and abused p ople, have not only suppli­ 
cated form er Legislatures for relief, or for a law cs 
’the rule of action between hydraulic m iners aud 
agriculturists, but we have appealed to the Courts 
for relief, so far a itliout success ; therefore be it 
Hesolcrí. T hat in 110 civilized country would such 
vandalism lie tolerated ; that capitalists by specious 
Congressional and ¡State legi.-dation have gaine I coa- 
tr 1 of the waters of the State for hydraulic mining 
purposes, in the prosecution of which they forever 
destroy not only a valuable m ountain belt, but a 
large scope of the best fanning lands of the Nacra- 
mento valley, as also fill our navigable rivers and 
bays, and the best natural barb r on the Pacific 
coast, and destroying them for navigation forever. 
lifxclced. Viewing the destruction on th e Bear 
ami Yuba rivers already, twelve miffs from the foot­ 
hills down, th at the thnc is at hand when our lands 
and homes will be totally destroyed,we appeal again 
to the Legislature now in session for protection and 
relief; our patience has been sorely tried, we have 
raised our levees, w hich before the hydraulic mining 
era gave ample protection to our lauds, with a iiigbt 
of ¡4 feet to 11 fe e t; but finding that on Rear river 
the bed of the stream lias been raistd from 8 to 12 
feet ab ve the original banks and adjacent ’andC we 
demand th at the miners or the State shall take care 
of the debris, while we will protect ourselves against 
floods; we are dri • en to such a strait th at forbear­ 
ance ceases to be a virtue. 
lltsolted, That we are opposed tb the passage of 
the Brown bill to promote drainage, in its present 
form, though we recognize and approve of two 
features in i t : First, th at the levee and drainage 
system is to be under State control, and second, 
th at the State Engineer is to be the sole authority 
to shape the districts and d fine their boundaries; 
b u t we do not considi r it equitable to couple the 
abatem ent of the debris nuisance with the levee and 
drainage system. 
We hold t v at the problem of im ­ 
pounding of the debris has to be effectually solved 
first before the levee and drainage system can com­ 
mence. We also consider the bill vague on taxation, 
and would express our opposition to taxing personal 
or movable property for levee purposes. 
Revolted, That we appeal to aud urge the Legisla­ 
ture for the 1 os sage of an Act having for its sole ob­ 
ject the impounding of the debiis to prevent it from 
flowing to the valley, either at the expense of the 
hydraulic m iner or the State. 
*Resolved, That in our opinion we can to the State 
Government only lo* k for adjustm ent and relief of 
our grievances th at Congress will only appropri­ 
ate money for improving oui navigable rivers, bays 
ami harbors. 
Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing resolutions 
be sent to o ir honorable mem bers in the Legisla­ 
ture. and th a t they be published in the Recorp- 
Uxios. 
Upon motion, the meeting adjourned.

íi-liurz* Agreement vtiili the l ies.

WASHINGTON, 
March 10lh. — Secretary 
Schurz’ agreement- with the Utes is criti­ 
cised by Senator Teller, of Colorado, as one 
which provides fur a perpetuation of all the 
ivilsof the reservation system without any 
of the advantages of ownership of the lands 
iu Eeveralty, because, although the Indians 
are given individnl titles to the lands, there 
is a requirement that they shall live upon 
them separately. 
lie believes, therefore, that 
they will continue to “ herd together, and 
their tribal relations will not be disturbed.” 
lie intimates that under the terms of this 
agreement the Uucompahgre and Southern 
LTtes will be entitled to absorb about 800,000 
acres, and as they have the option of select­ 
ing the lands 011 Grand river and on Laplala 
river, either in Colorado or across the bonier 
in U tah and New Mexico, respectively, he is of 
the opinion that they will deride to remain in 
Colorado, and thereby absorb practically all 
the agricidttiral land of the mining region that 
is nominally relinquished for settlement. 
Teller says he intends to endeavor to have 
Congress eliminate this option from the agree­ 
ment, and in support of his effort he will 
show that in tbe first United States treaty 
with the Utca it was stipulated that they 
should have no greater or different title to 
the lands occupied by them than they had 
under the Mexican Government, and the 
Mexican Government, he claims, never recog­ 
nized the Utes as having any titles whatever 
as owners of the land. 
Senator Hill, of Colorado, on the other 
baud, warmly favors the ratification of this 
agreement, for the reason that although it 
does not effect everything that might be de­ 
sired, it is nevertheless, iu his opinion, an ex­ 
tremely important etep in the advance to­ 
wards a’sctUing of the Colorado Indian prob­ 
lem. 
Hill believes that Secretary Schurz has 
done everything he could to secure the total 
removal of the Utes from Colorado, and that 
he consented to the provision which may al­ 
low some i f them to settle in severalty in 
Colorado le e also he would otherwise have 
failed to obtain any agreement whatever. 
TI10 In tero r.an ic la n a ! Q u e s tio n . 
W ashington, March 10th.—A prominent 
member of Congress to-day expressed the 
opinion that a good deal of opposition will be 
manifested in the House against the Inter- 
oceanic 
Car al Committees’ joint resolu­ 
tion, which reaffirms the Monroe doctrine so 
vigorously. 
In reply to tbe question by 
whom this opposition will be made, lie re­ 
plied, “ Why, by men of sense. The resolu­ 
tion of the committee is a declaration of war.

The D issolution o f Ihe B ritish P a ri * • 
m e n t .

cut off by a sturdy crowd of early corners, 
who had the telegraph office and its precincts 
entirely in their possession. 
It was not 
until close on to 9 o’clock that the strain on 
the telegraph clerks was removed. 
By this 
time nearly C.C00 messages had been dis­ 
patched. 
There has been no such pres­ 
sure sinca the night Lords Derby and Uar- 
narvan resigned. 
Northcote’s address N - the 
electors of North Devon will be issued im­ 
mediately in the form of a manifesto as to 
policy of the Government. 
Lord Hartington 
and Gladstone will issue a formal manifesto 
to Noitheast Lancashire and Midlothian re­ 
spectively. Assheton Cross’ address to the 
electors of Southwest Lancashire is expected 
to be of the character of a manifesto. The 
addresses of John Bright and Wm. E. Forster 
will be exceeding short. 
Wm. Shaw, head of the Home Eulers, will 
at once proceed to Dublin, where a confer­ 
ence will he held and a manifefto issued. 
The first public speech of a Minister will 
be made on the occasion of a Southwark 
Conservative banquet to Edward Clarke, 
newly-eltcted member, on the lGtb instant. 
The Liberal leaders meet to-day. 
W rits 
will be issued on the 24th, and it is believed 
by many that the elections will be over by 
the first week in April. 
Uearousfit-ltl's .Manifesto. 
L ondon, March 10th.—The Liberal leader 
has issued an address to the electors of Brad­ 
ford. 
He denies that the political opponents 
of Beaeonsfield seek 
to disintegrate the 
United Kingdom, and intimates that the 
charge is made in the hope of diverting at­ 
tention from the mischievous foreign aud In ­ 
dian policy of the Government. 
Shaw (Home Ruler), in an address to his 
Cork constituency, characterizes the letter of 
Beneonsfield as an electioneering manifesto, 
placing a false issue before the people, and 
tending to excite the worst pa.-.Ions of the 
ignorant. 
He attributes to the Government 
culpable igDorar.ce and neglect. 
He calls on 
the Irish people, north and south, to answer 
the insulting missive of the Prime Minister 
by returning an overwhelming majority 
pledged to tho settlement of the great vital 
national land question, aud pledged to give 
ample facilities for the creation of a peasant 
proprietary, wherever possible^to restore, de­ 
fine and legalize the tenant ngbt in Ulster, 
and extend it to the whole of Ireland. 
I ’d ! ilie s i u G r e a t B r i t a i n . 
L ondon, March 10th.—It is said that 
Shaw’s address in reply to the Prime Minis­ 
ter’s manifesto represents the tone to be 
adopted by his Home Rule followers. I t is 
calculated that iu Ireland seven Conservatives 
will lose their seats and be replaced by Home 
Rulers, that eight Conservatives will lie re­ 
placed by Liberals, ami that two Liberals 
will be replaced by Home Rulers. 
On the 
other hand, the several Home Rule contests 
will be watched narrowly, and where oppor­ 
tunity offers a Conservative will be brought 
forward. 
The Home Rulers count on return­ 
ing with seventy votes end the active sec­ 
tion claims that thirty of these will support 
Parnell. 
Right Hon. E. Dwyer Gray has 
announced that he will not again offer him­ 
self to the electors of County Tipperary.

A Manifesto of the Liberal ra riy .

I seek to evade no issues which the Government 
can raise, bu t it is necessary th at they should be 
plainly slated, and others which Lord Beaeonsfi Id 
evades be brought before you 
I know of no party

character of the realm, or which has attem pted to 
enfeeble the Colonics by a policy of decomposition. 
If the Colonies arc now more loyal and willing to 
undertake the common responsibility of th e burdens 
which m ust ho borne by all m em bers of a tre a t em ­ 
pire, it ia duo to tlic self governing institutions and 
principle* of seil-reliance which they received from 
Liberal statesm en. 
No patriotic purpose is served 
by exaggerated language in deseriuing the agitation 
of home rule. 
Any concession t i th at very im prac­ 
ticable dem and would he mischievous to ail three 
kingdoms. 
The aggre-csive- Home P.uiers m ust lie 
m et by a firm, consistent resistance, aud proof th at 
tho Im perial Parliam ent is willing to g ian t every 
reasonable and ju st demand of th e Ir sit for equal 
laws and institutions. 
Hartington diicusses Ike educational ques­ 
tion, and says: 
MueS rem ains to lie done before we ca:t hoyc to 
convince Ireland of the im partiality of Parliam ent 
in rem oving tiie inequalities of the laws. 
As to 
IJeaconlitld's claim to have m aintained the peace of 
Lurope. the declared object of the ascendancy of 
England in European affairs has been frustrated by 
the aggrandizem ent of Russia and the destruction of 
the independence of Turkey. 
Tiie Anglo-Turkish 
convention is a dead letter. 
Thus the Government's 
policy has 
failed, bu t England’s 
immense rc- 
s-.Hinsibtiities remain. 
The African war brought- 
neither honor nor advantage. The Government de­ 
stroyed 111 Afghanistan a nation im portant to the 
safety of the Indian frontier.

and

call sang a quaintly humorous ballad : 
Mrs. DeYoe, who sang “ The Rose Bush,” by 
F. II. Hodges, and responded to an encore 
with a pathetic selection; Mrs. Fitch, who 
sang ‘‘T ip. La La,” by Gordigiani, and on 
being recalled gave “Ruby,” by Gabriel; 
Mrs. DeYoe and Messrs. Crandall, Freeman 
and DeYoe sang Sullivan's part song, “The 
Long Day C l o s e s Mrs. Edward Cadwala- 
der and Mrs. B. B. Mott sang the duet, 
“ Come with Me,” by Campana, and declined 
an encore ; hlrs. Fitch, oír. Crowe and Mr. 
Bien lead the chorus with the trio, “Behold 
om High He Mounts,” from llaydn's familiar 
oratorio; Messrs. Crandall, Putnam, Mc­ 
Neill and Freeman sang Becker’s company 
March, and in response to an encore gave 
“ T is Love

They were sung with a degree of ac­ 
curacy very creditable to the organization, 
evidently the audience deemed them 
but 
hardly equal to the capacity of the society, 
as their intricacies and difficulties are not 
patent. 
The programme had throughout an 
apparently sombre shading and lacked in 
energy and vivacity, due not to a lack of 
effort on the part of the forty singers, but to the 
fact that madrigal-,” “ glees"and “ ballets" 
of Morley, Stevens and writers of the pas­ 
toral songs of three centuries ago, have not 
been often 
produced 
here, 
and 
their 
quaint melodies 
are 
comparatively un­ 
familiar. 
The best efforts of the society were 
heard in the part song, “ Stars of Summer 
Night ” and in the selection from Haydn. 
The Philharmonics have reason to be satis­

In the Superior Court yesterday the testi­ 
mony in the case of the People vs. Frank 
Lamblettfor the murder of his wife, was con­ 
cluded. 
The first witness placed upon the stand 
yesterday was Richard Reed, who said that 
prior to the death of Mrs. Lamblett defend­ 
ant was on the train on which witness was 
employed, and exhibited a knife to several 
persons, saying that if his wife knew he had 
it on his person she would not like i t ; that 
her objection to his carrying it was on the 
ground that, since the death of their child he 
sometimes got to drinking and became ex­ 
cited, and she was afraid he would do harm 
with i t ; was at defendant’s house the night 
tbe murder was committed ; saw no blood on 
the bed ; did not examine tbe w alls; did not 
know whether or not defendant and bis wife 
lived happily together; knew nothing of 
their domestic affairs; defendant showed 
wounds on his body ; he asked the doctor if 
his wife was dead, and the doctor answered 
that she w as; saw no clothing on the bed. 
Andrew Harris testified : Know defendant; 
wa3 at his house soon after the m urder; there 
was a sheet on the bed, and saw some blood 
on i t ; the spots were on the part where de­ 
fendant said his wife had slept; saw no other 
biood-spots on the bed; there were some 
spots on the window-casing; defendant was 
about the house when I was there. 
JOHN M. BENSON 
Testified: Know defendant; was acquainted 
with deceased ; the Suuday after the murder 
was at defendant’s house ; examined the hole 
in the lattice-work ; a man could get through 
i t ; defendant was lying in bed ; Lad a con­ 
versation with him ; he said he was awakened 
by his wife calling to him to run for his life ; 
he clambered out over the foot of the bed and 
was caught by some one, who cut him with a 
knife ; he managed to get through the win­ 
dow and gave the alarm ; the wounds were 
on the right side and abdomen ; asked him 
how he got such wounds while some one held 
him by the leg; he was here cautioned by 
some one not to talk too much, and replied to 
my question that he did not know ; found 
blootl in the dining-room; there were spots 
high up on the walls and window ; at one 
time defendant kept a vicious dog ; there 
were marks of boot-nails on the latticc-work; 
examined a pair of shoes in the house to see 
if the same marks could have bec-n made by 
them ; defendant at that time appeared weak. 
Airs. Currie Ewer sworn : Am daughter of 
the deceased Airs. Lam blett; it is nine years 
since I lived at home with my mother ; have 
visited her home frequently in that time ; 
was in Truckce at the time of the murder; 
caruc down on the Sunday following her mur­ 
der ; knew, of no quarrel between my par­ 
ents prior to the m urder; uever knew my 
father to carry a weapon. 
The prosecution here read a portion of the 
deposition of George W. Slater, taken at the 
preliminary examination, to the effect that on 
the Tuesday following the murder defendant 
made an attem pt upon his own life in his 
presence; he stated that his reason for the 
act wan that he was accused of having mur­ 
dered his wife. 
Fred. B. Houston sworn : Saw defendant 
at his barber shop on the evening that the 
murder was com m itted; went there to get 
shaved; he was busy and I changed my 
mind ; on the night preceding defendant had 
been drinking and was slightly intoxicated. 
The prosecution here rested. 
Dr. H. W. Nelson was sworn for the de­ 
fense : Witness testified as to the nature ef 
the wounds on defendant’s body. They had 
a forward tendency, as if made from behind. 
[ rhe wounds were then exhibited by defend­ 
ant to the jury.] Witness was examined at 
great length by the defense as to the prob­ 
able results of certain kinds of wounds. 
Thomas Smith testified : I reside in San 
F rancisco; am a minister ; was at the burial 
of Airs. L am blett; had several private inter­ 
views with Lam blett; I frequently had to 
ask him to repeat, as he spoke English im­ 
perfectly and excitedly; the first interview 
was on Saturday ; I don’t know whether he 
is generally calm ; should think he usually 
spoke in a broken, hurried manner. 
August Petmner sworn : Am a cutler. [ Two 
dirks were .exhibited to witness.] Am sure 
neither of these blades have everjieen hoi ed 
or strapped, but are just as they left the 
manufacti >ry. 
John H . Alerrell sworn: Am a cutler Í 
one ef those dirks looks like it might have 
been sharpened at the p o in t; the other one 
perhaps might havo been touched lightly on 
the strop. 
D . H. STURCIS 
Testified: I was at Lamblett’s shop August 
15th nearly 9 o’clock at night; Lamblett was 
there, and cut my h air; his clock had stopped 
and I set i t ; I waited a few miuuteH ftr him, 
and we went up home together by the same 
road ; he was entirely sober ; I did not see 
him put a knife in his pocket; I got home a 
little later than usual; I noticed nothing pr- 
culiar in bis manner ; when I went in I spoke 
to him, and from Ids appearance I concluded 
he was sober, though early in the week he 
was not in a sober condition ; I stood outside 
about two minutes waiting for him ; I think 
he had on a linen su it; when we separated I 
went home ; after I left him he would Lave 
to cross a vacant lo t; don’t know whether be 
went iuto his g ate; did not hear his dog 
bark ; we have been on friendly terms ; we 
have had ordinary business transactions. 
B. N. BUGBET 
Testified: 
I reside at Folsom, and have 
been Deputy Sheriff; was at Lamblett’s 
house soon after 2 o’clock the night of the 
murder; a number of people arrived there 
before 1 did ; I saw the body lying or. tbe 
lounge ; I went in the bedroom and asked 
Lamblett if he suspected anyone ; he said he 
did, a::d would tell me if the others left the 
room, which they did; the door was closed 
and I went to talk with him ; I said, “ Be 
quick 
and teli me 
what 
you th in k ;” 
he said, 
“ I 
have 
a 
suspicion, 
but 
only 
for 
the 
reason 
that 
I 
have 
had an unpleasant business transaction ; yes­ 
terday I walked around a piece of property 
on which I was going to foreclose a mort­ 
gage ; perhaps that induced the man to mur­ 
der us, but don’t say anything about this; at 
daylight go and search this man’s house ; if 
you find auy blood there arrest him ;” I went 
out and was shown a hole broken in the lat­ 
tice-work ; I went out, toid others, and v/e 
went and searched the house where the man 
that Lamblett suspected lived, but we 
found nothing 
suspicious; 
the 
lattice­ 
work 
had 
been 
broken, 
and 
tbe 
pieces had fallen on the lloor ; the hole was 
about 11 by IS inches ; one or two persons 
went through the hole to see if they could do 
so ; Sheldou broke loose a slat in going 
through ; the others made no breaks that I 
noticed ; in addition to other blood marks 
there were some on the door made by a 
bloody hand, as of some one going o u t; on 
the window sill were some clotted blood 
spots ; several of us tested the dining-room 
floor and found it very firm ; the jar made 
by jumping upon it was not sufficient to 
shake down any article ; from Lamblett’s 
window to a back room in Custer’s house is 
230 feet; there are some willow and locust 
trees which would shut off nearly all view from 
Lamblett’s window : I served a warrant upon 
Lamblett on the evening of August 16th ; 
his condition was very low ; I then kept 
charge of the premises for thirty-nine ilajs ; 
Lamblett kept a big dog; the night of the 
murder, while I was there, the dog seemed 
greatly cowed ; while I had charge of the 
premises the dog seemed very docile ; I heard 
him bark only twice; I never knew the dog 
before then; he did not bark at me when I 
went there the night of the m urder; (a 
wagon spoke was exhibited); I recognize that 
as one I saw on the floor near Lamblett’s bed 
soon after I reached the house; that evi­ 
dently has been wedged and Used as a 
pick-handle; 
it 
then 
had 
blood upon 
i t ; 
the blood on the walls and door 
leading 
into 
the 
dining - room 
looked 
like it had been squirted there with a syr­ 
inge ; I met Airs. Gable at Lamblett’s that 
n igh t; she said she met Lamblett on the 
street before 9 o’clock and he was all rig h t; 
she said nothing about meeting him at. 10 
o’clock ; I arrested the defendant; I did not 
bring him to jail until after the examination ; 
I do not remember saying that I would not 
sen e a w arrant; I did not show to Mr. 
Crable a warrant and say I would not arrest 
Lam blett; I have always said 1 did not be­ 
lieve Lamblett was guilty; I do not remem­ 
ber telling Crable that Lamblett was my 
friend and I was going to stand by him iu 
this affair ; I have tried to find out the mur­ 
derer ; have worked impartially, and would 
have shielded none; 1 kept guards at his 
house. 
OTHER WITNESSES. 
S. Ewer testified : Live near Folsom ; have 
known Air. and Mrs. Custer ; six or seven 
years ago a dog belonging to Lamblett bit 
Mrs. Custer; I killed the dog socn after­ 
wards ; Lamblett had another big dog since, 
but he was not savage. 
Henry Mette testified : I live in El Dorado 
county, a few miles from Folsom; I frequently 
vbited Lamblett’s house; the dog that bit 
Airs. Custer was killed; the dog owned by 
Lamblett was very noisy ; had the manners 
of a savage dog; I was afraid of him ; he 
barked at night; I took him home as a 
watch dog after the m urder; he was not a 
good watch dog, and I returned him ; he 
was not worth mnch. 
I was at the house of 
Lamblett the night after the murder; I 
found one window in the little bed-room was 
not fastened ; the nail was taken from above 
it and was lying on the window-sill; I tried 
to raise the window, but could not ral?e it 
more than five inches high ; afterwards Air. 
Jones and I examined ; Air. Jones was very 
strong, so he forced it u p ; a nail had slipped 
down lengthwise between the sash and cas­ 
ing ; this acted as a wedge, but it fell out 
when the window was raised, and the win­ 
dow then was easilv moved. 


E. A. Jones testified: 
I used to visit 
Lamblctt’a house sometimes after dark ; 
their dog never molested m e; he wou’d bark 
when chained, but not when loose ; the dog 
was not fierce or noisy so far as I know. 
A. S. Crable was then introduced by the 
prosecution, and testified: AV’as at Folsom 
the day after the m urder; I met Bugbey 
there ; he told me he was a friend to Lain 
blett, and was going to stand by him through 
it a il; he took a warrant from his pocket and 
told H ie th at; I was there the day of the 
funeral, and had 6ome words with Bugbey. 
This ended the testimony in the case, and 
the Court took a rectss until 10 o’clock this 
morning, when argument will be made by 
the attorneys, each side being limited to 
three hours.

FREE LIBRARY MATTERS. 


A t the Pavilion lad evening a grand mili­ 
tary ball and exhibition drill was given in 
honor of the newly-appointed Brigadier-Gen­ 
eral of the Fourth Brigade, N. G. C., John 
F. Sheehan, by Company A (City Guard), 
Captaiu F. J. Kearney, First Infantry B at­ 
talion, Fourth Brigade. The ball was one of 
the fullest social successes of the season. 
It 
was informal as to dress, though many ladies 
wore elegant costumes. 
The invitations ex­ 
tended by tbe company had been given out 
in a liberal spirit, Aid enabled a vast number 
of people to attend. 
It was non-exclusive in 
a broad sense, and brought together some 
2,500 people, most of whom seldom meet iu 
social reunions of any character. 
The ball 
was gotten up, managed, and all the details 
perfected and carried out solely by the 
fficera and members of the City Guard, and 
the success with which they achieved the 
undertaking won for them the unanimous 
approval of their guests and the heartiest 
congratulations. The great hall was dec­ 
orated by the Guard, and was very tastefully 
trimmed with a great number of flags and 
banners aud quantities of evergreen festoons, 
wreaths, 
bouquets, 
floral 
decorations, 
etc. 
In 
the 
panels hung engravings 
and paintings on patriotic subjects, aud each 
one was framed in a triangle of muskets and 
bayonet?. 
Military trappings were disposed 
here and there, aud drums, stacks of arms 
and Gatling guns grouped at various points. 
Beneath the chandeliers hung a large number 
of cages containing singing birds. Suspended 
across the south end of the hall^were large 
gilt and framed letters reading,"“ Our Gen­ 
eral, J. F. Sheehan,” wliile on the east wall, 
beneath a portrait of Mr. Haymond, were the 
words, “ Our Colonel." The upper portion 
of the east hall was cut off for a supptr-room, 
where a neat collation was spread by Henry 
Fisher. The lower portion wa3 set apart as 
a wine and smoking-room. 
There were present Governor Perkins and 
a number of his staff, General Sheehan aud 
staff, Adjutant-General Backus and staff, 
Colonel Haymond and staff, and nearly all 
the officers and members of all the military 
companies of the city, and several from com­ 
panies located elsewhere. 
Alany members of 
the Senate and Assembly were present, but 
came at a late hour. A t the close of the 
fourth dance the canvassed floor was cleared 
and Captain Kearney marched about half 
his company into the main hall, and for 
three-quarters of an hour gave an exhibition 
drill, going through all the marching move­ 
ments, the manual of arms and the bayonet 
exercise with much precision and remarkably 
few irregularities. Tbe movements were es­ 
pecially noticeable for exactness, but in the 
manual there were some of the men who 
showed a nervous disposition to anticipate 
commands. In the firing in blank Captain 
Kearney himself, by slip of the tongue, led 
the command into error ; otherwise the exhi­ 
bition showed gratifying proficiency on the 
part of officers and men. Just before the 
close of the drill E. J. Smith, First Sergeant 
of the Sumner Guard, San Francisco, Com­ 
pany E, First Infantry Regiment, Second 
Brigade, with a neat speech presented to the 
company a very 
large and handsomely 
framed sheet", on which was inscribed in pen­ 
manship very noticeable for its beauty, a 
series of resolutions passed by the Sumner 
Guard, thanking the City Guard for kind­ 
ness shown the Sumners at the late State 
Fair encampmejit in Sacramento, and pledg­ 
ing the members of the company to a never- 
ending friendship for the members of the 
City G uard; also declaring the company 
ready at any moment to fight for the liber­ 
ties of the people, the supremacy of the laws 
and the honor and integrity of the republic. 
The present was received by Captain Kear­ 
ney, who made a fitting response.

He entered Neubauer’s hair 
store, on J street, and closed the door, but 
the dog threatened to break through the 
glass, and they had to admit him. 
Groth 
managed here to give the pointer the slip, 
and went on up to Tenth street, but be bad 
not mingled w ith the maskers live minutes 
before the dog also put in an appearance. 
The Committte of Managers fired the dog 
out, but be was soon back again. 
They ap­ 
pealed to the Harris masker to send the 
animal away, and he arranged with officer 
ATalentine to eject the brute, which was done, 
after much resistance ; but when the grand 
march began the dog was in tho line, having 
fonnd bis way in through the saloon and 
lower hall. The managers told the masker 
that tbe dog must be kept out. 
He denied 
that he was responsible for it, but the com­ 
mittee retiiied, “ Put your dog out, or out you 
go, whoever you are.”

A t the meeting of the Trustees of the Sac­ 
ramento Library Association held on the 4th 
instant, S. C. Denson presiding, the rules 
under which books may be drawn were dis­ 
cussed, and many alterations were made, the 
principal ene being in the matter of fines, 
which was so changed as to fine each person 
five cents per day for every day the book is 
kept from the Library ever the time allowed. 
The rules were ordered printed, and will be 
pasted in every book as soon as possible, and 
in the new books that are now being placed 
on the shelves, immediately. 
It will be well I 
for those interested to read the rules care­ 
fully, for they will be strictly enforced “ for 
the good of all concerned,” say the Directors. 
The monthly bills were allowed, and the 
Board then adjourned. The amended rules 
of the Liurary, referred to above, are as fol­ 
lows: 
Rule 1. All persons shall be entitled to use 
the book» of the Sacramento Free Library, 
under the following restrictions : 
Rule 2. No person shall be entitled to the 
use of the books in this library, or to draw 
books therefrom, except upon a permit 
issued by a member of the Board of City 
Trustees, or a member of the Board of Library 
Trustees. 
Rule 3. Persons desiring to read or draw a 
book from the library shall examine the cat­ 
alogue. 
After making a selection the appli­ 
cant shall write upon a card the section, shelf 
and number of the l ook; also, their name, 
present place of residence and number. 
Per­ 
sons sending for a book must ia all cases send 
their permit. 
Rule 4. Works of fiction which have been 
in the library Over three mouths may be re­ 
tained two weeks; other books three weeks. 
Books iu this class may be drawn two con­ 
secutive terms upon return and renewal. 
In 
no case shall books be loaned. The same 
book may be drawn only two cuaeeciive terms 
by members of the same family. 
Rule 5. Books on shell less than three 
months—fiction one week, others two weeks. 
Books in this class cgnuot be renewed. 
Rule 0. 
A fine of five cents per day shall 
be paid on each volume which is not returned 
according to the provisions in the preceding 
rules; at the expiration of three days, if the 
book is not returned and the fine paid, the 
delinquent will be notified through the m ail; 
and the second day thereafter it will be col­ 
lected, by direction of tbe Librarian, with an 
added fine of fifteen cents. 
No person so 
fined shall be entitled to draw another book 
until such fine is paid. 
Rule 7. 
Writing in books is prohibited. 
All injuries to books beyond reasonable wear 
md all losses shall be promptly adjusted to 
the satisfaction of the Librarian. 
If the 
book lost or damaged be one of a sot, the 
peison shall pay the full value of the sst. 
All books or sets so paid for shall become 
the property of the person paying for them. 
Rule 8. Dictionaries, periodicals and books 
of reference shall not be drawn from the Li­ 
brary at any time. 
Rule 9. Any person abusing tbe privileges 
of the Library or violating these regulations 
shall be temporarily suspended by the Libra­ 
rian from the use of the Library, aud the 
case shall be reported to the Library Trus­ 
tees for proper action thereon.
